The new programs are 
intended for elderly people, 
and the blind and disabled, 
who receive a monthly 
assistance check from the 
federal government’s Sup­ 
plemental Security Income 
(SSD program.

AUSTIN—Colonel 
Wilson 
E. Speir, director of the 
Texas Department of Public 
Safety, said today he is 
disturbed by many com ­ 
plaints by Texas motorists 
about drivers refusing to 
.bey the 
5 5 -mile-per-hour 
^peed limit, and has directed 
DPS troopers to intensify 
their enforcement efforts. 
“When the new law went 
mto effect January 20 of this 
year,” he said, “our surveys 
indicated a high degree of 
voluntary compliance on the 
part of Texas drivers. 
“But since that time, we 
have noticed that motorists, 
or at least many of them, 
have been gradually ‘inching’ 
up their speeds on Texas 
highways. Consequently, our 
troopers 
have 
been 
in­ 
creasing their volume of 
speeding citations, and will 
have to continue to intensify 
their efforts until a more 
reasonable 
degree 
of 
voluntary compliance 
is 
achieved.” 
Speir said he has received 
numerous 
reports 
by 
motorists who are complying 
with the new law who are 
frightened and angered by 


others who pass them at 
speeds dangerously above the 
legal limit, and still others 
who “tailgate” them when 
they can’t pass for one reason 
or another. 
“ We 
commend 
those 
drivers who are cooperating 
in the state and national 
effort to reduce accidents, 
save lives, and at the same 
time conserve fuel by driving 
within the legal limits,” Speir 
said. 
“ And 
we 
solicit 
the 
cooperation of those who 
would forget or ignore the 
dangers posed to themselves 
and others by dangerous and 
illegal speeds on the high­ 
ways of our state.

Alternatives to nursing 
home or institutional care are 
being offered by the State 
Department

Welfare to T exas’ needy 
aged. blind and disabled. 
The new “ adult social 
services” are designed to 
help those who don’t require 
full-time nursing care to 
continue living at home, State 
W elfare 
C om m issioner 
Raymond W. Vo well said. 
The new programs are 
intended for elderly people, 
and the blind and disabled, 
who 
receive 
a 
monthly 
assistance check from the 
federal government’s Sup­ 
plemental Security Income 
(SSI) program. 
•With a little help, many 
elderly people who otherwise 
would have to enter nursing 
homes can live at home or in 
their own com m unities,”

someone to help them do

giving medication, as well as 
preparing meals and doing 
light housework. The service 
will be provided for a few 
hours a day or on a 24-hour 
basis for a temporary period 
until the person is able to do 
for himself. 
A similar program is Chore 
services, which is less per­ 
sonal, and provides a home 
service aide who can help 
with such things as cooking, 
cleaning, doing the laundry, 
shopping for groceries, minor 
repairs and yard work. 
Day Care, 
a 
fam iliar 
service for children, will 
become available for adults 
as well, either in a family day 
home or at a day center. 
Family day homes are to 
provide a place for relatives 
to leave an 
elderly 
or 
disabled 
person 
during 
working hours. These homes 
will be approved by the 
Welfare Department and are 
limited to caring for three or 
fewer persons. Day centers 
care for larger numbers, 
providing 
m eals 
and 
recreational and other ac­ 
tivities in a supervised group 
setting. 
Elderly persons will have 
another alternative. Foster 
Care Services for Adults 
offers 24-hour care in foster 
family homes which are 
approved and supervised by 
the W elfare D epartm ent. 


They are designed for people 
who are unable to maintain 
their own homes, but who do 
not require regular nursing 
home care. 
The Department of Public 
Welfare pays for these ser­ 
vices and is interested in 
locating people who are 
willing to offer their homes 
for day care or foster care, as 
well as those who wish to 
contract with the department 
to

In addition, the Welfare 
Department will assist SSI 
applicants and recipients in 
finding and using community 
resources

to 
education,

portation and other needs. 
“Our primary goal in of­ 
fering alternate care is to 
help as many people as 
possible delay going into 
nursing homes until they 
really need to,” Vo well said. 
“ Nursing home or other 
institutional care continues to 
have the support of the 
Welfare Department when 
there are no other alter­ 
natives.”
